The project of fastening upon the people of
that State for at least two years longer a body
of legislators composed in part of men who
were never legally elected, and who do not
truly refloct the sentiments of the people, is
desperate, nnnecessary, nnjust, and likely to
inflict in the end more injury than benefit
apon the Republican party. The policy of
standing up for the radical politicians of the
South throngh thiek and thin, régardless of
veason and justice, has been well enough
tested to prove that it canonly prodnce bitter
fruits. The ballot has been given to the
negro that he might protect himself, and if
there is any loyal party worthy of the name
in the South, it ean and should maintain un-
donbted ascendancy in nearly every Southern
State. Let it not, however, be perpetually
voufessing its wenkness and folly by invoking
the interference of Congress. Let it learn to
avoid tho fatal dissensions by which it has
hitherto been rent, and make a sensible effort
to carry the elections in a straightforward
manner: and if it is incapable of discharging
this plain daty, let it hold its peace, aund,
like other minorities, learn wisdom from ex-
penence,
